Parents Offer Prayers 
Federal agents clamped Imme­ 
diate silence on all details of the 
search, while Mr. and Mrs. J. P. 
W eyerhaeuser offered prayers of 
thanks and clasped their t o o in 
the seclusion of their home. 
The ransom was paid by F. Rod­ 
man TiUomb, uncle of the 
boy 
who was seized from a Tacoma 
street 
May 24, as 
he returned 
from school during a noon recess. 
When or how the money was 
paid could not be learned, but ap ­ 
parently the snatchers were given 
the full am ount they demanded 
for the release of the boy, a sum 
which has been 
paid only twice 
before— in the kidnapping of Ed­ 
ward (». Bremer ami Charles F. 
I'rschel, 
The boy was released about four 
miles 
from 
l.vsuquah, 25 
miles 
northwest of here, and made his 
way as dawn broke to the farm 
home of George Boniface.

There 
is a hall from Baltimore street directly into the borough m ar­ 
ket, whereas customers at the Farmers’ market had their 
choice of walking through an alley between the Gettysburg 
National bank and the Sachs apartment building or walking 
through Race Horse alley from Carlisle or North Stratton 
streets.
